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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Decker 
(4,137,974). 

a. With respect to claim 1 , Decker teaches a test wheel/drum (78), a first 
filament/hoist cable (109) wrapped around said test wheel (78) and a second 
filament/crowd cable (113) wrapped around said test wheel (78); wherein said first (109) 
and said second (113) filaments are wrapped around said test wheel (78) on substantially 
opposite sides thereof (Fig.25); wherein lateral forces on said first (109) and said second 
(1 13) filaments are substantially balanced such that the total lateral force net value is 
substantially zero (Fig.25). 

b. With respect to claims 2 and 3, Decker teaches said first filament (109) and said 
second filament (113) are wrapped around said test wheel (78) to form about a 90 degree 
angle (Fig.25). 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Juan (6,3 1 1,805). 
a. With respect to claim 1 , Juan teaches a test wheel (1 7c), a first filament (50) 
wrapped around said test wheel (17c) and a second filament (20) wrapped around said 
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test wheel (17c); wherein said first (50) and said second (20) filaments are wrapped 
around said test wheel (17c) on substantially opposite sides thereof (Fig.9); wherein 
lateral forces on said first (50) and said second (20) filaments are substantially balanced 
such that the total lateral force net value is substantially zero (Col.3, lines 38-41).
